Ohio Legislature Today Gives a 


Backset to Hanna, Who Will 


Probably Be Defeated. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 3.—Tho Ohio legis- ri*nt,i-Hanna man was declared elected, 


lature convened at 10 o'clock this fore- 
noon, and Mark Hanna as candidate for 
the United States senate has gotten 
knocked out in the first round of the sen- 
atorial fight. Whether he can recover 
from today's defeat of his forces is now 
the question, and the feeling here is that 
he cannot. 


Hanna's disater today has coine about 


by the defeat of the Hanna candidates in 
both the senate and house. 
The Hanna 


caucus nominees have been defeated in 
every instance, indicating that Mr. Han- 
na has not a, majority in a joint ballot of 
the legislature. 


In the senate Thaddeus E. Crowell 


Democrat, was elected president pro tern 
and the organization was completed by 
the anti-Hanna caucus nominess for other 
offices. Senator Burke, anti-Hanna Re- 
publican of Cleveland, who was not pres_ 
ent was elected permanent president of 
the senate. The vote was 18 Democratic 
and anti-Hanna to 17 Republicans for 
Hanna's man, Park Alexander. 


The contest in the lower house to deter- 


mine the strength of the Hanna and anti- 
Hanna forces was fierce and exciting. No 
greater excitement was ever witnessed in 
that body. The contest was over the 
speaker-ship. Harry C. Mason of Cleve- 
land, a Republican, was the anti-Hanna 
candidate and received the Democratic 
support as well as 9 anti-Hanna Repub- 
licans. The Hanna candidate was Alex- 
ander Boxwell. On the first ballot Ma- 
son received 58 and Boxwell only 53. The 


The Hanna men. themselves admitted 


this afternoon that the defeat of the 
Hanna candidates in both houses would 
indicate Hanna's defeat for the senator- 


8 The caucuses Saturday night resulted in 
some Republican members forming an al- 
liance with the Democrats for the defeat 
of S-*u.itor Hanna. The senate stands 18 
Democrats and 18 Republicans. Senator 
Burte, Republican of Cleveland, was not 
only absent from the Republican caucus 
as he was absent today but was nominated 
by the Democratic caucus as president 
pro tern, of the senate. 


The house stands 62 Repub'icans and 47 


Democrats, the former including four 
fusionists from Cincinnati. At the Re- 
publican house canons Thursday night 
there were only 52-present and pledged to 
Boxwell for spe'aker. Of the 10 absentees! 
Griffith of Clinton, was the only one of- 
fering an excuse. He was sick. The other 
nine Republican members were absent 
because they were opposed to Hanna and 
voted with the 47 Democrats today, mak- 
ing 56.

"The international balance sheet of the 


world was never before so favorable as 
now to the United States—never before 
approached so favorable a showing for 
us. It is no more the mere longing1 of a 
drea,m that our country shaJl become the 
(Creditor nation of the world; that it 
Actually is today. As against tremend- 
ous purchases of our commodities, the 
foreigners have sent us back more of our 
securities. Even since the Baring crash 
over haU a dozen years ago, Europe has 
been continuously and largely unloading 
upon us her holding of American stocks 
and bonds. Careful students of the s.Uxi- 
ation are persuaded that the limit to such 
liquidation must by this time be well 
rjgh reached; but however this may be, j 
there certainly is warrant for national 
gratification in the demonstrated fact 
that we are not only able to absorb what 
Europe forces back upom us, but that 
we are able to do tfbisreadlly, do it with- 
out any quiver or embarrassment, and 
even u-hils doing it accumulating ca^h 
credits to our account in every quarter 
of the globe. 


"Some people are, I believe, disposed 


|tn r>e pessimistic because great sums of 
money accumulate in our batiks. They 
urge this as a sign of national business 
unhealthfuln-ess; merchants and manu- 
facturers, they say, lack confidence, are 
unwilling to assume normal responsibili- 
ties, and, thus the country's general trade 
Jias shrinkage threatening it. This is a 
superficial view. After years that have 
been practically panic times exceptional 
(elements enter into the business situa- 
tion, and tine unparalleled volume of idle 
imoney in the banks signifies, I think, 
something very different from w<hat the 
pessimists harp on. More largely than 
ftret can be appreciated, these great 
(totals of bank deposits reflect the liqui- 
dation of western indebtedness. What 
the western people have accomplished 
during the year past as payers of debts 
will, when we can came fully to under- 
stand it, seem fairly to be a chapter from 
the days of romamce. The good prices 
for this past year's crops went not to 
middlemen and speculators; dollar wheat 
cam* while wheat was yet on the farm, 
and for the first time in many a harvest 
the market's profits were the farmers' 
own..

New York, Jan. 3.—New England's 


abandoned farms are to be reclaimed, 
restocked and reoperated on a plan that 
is, primarily, philanthropic and, second- 
arily, commarcia.1. A corporation has 
'been farmed, with the secretary of the 
Kew York wool stock exchange at its 
head, to purchase arable land and farm 
building-g in the states of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, New HampsMre and Ver- 
mont, and to resell on such te^rms as to 
attract purchasers in large cities and. re- 
lieve the congested centers of popula- 
tion. The plan is indorsed by John

It Is estimated that upward of 200,000 


acres of rich, fallow land, under culti-

£Jew England states, and it is the inten- 
tion of those who have associated them- 
(solves together for the purpose to secure 
by option and by outright pwchase all 
io-r nearly all of these vast territories and 
to populate it with material drawn from 
the crowded cities.

especially large quantities of condensed 
mdJk, R« many persona are at first io 
feeMe for anyother nourishment. Con 
trlbutlons of money are also urgently 
jieede to enable the^pu/ricihase.of.Immedi- 
ate supplier of medicines and;articles of 
prime necessity, and to meet the ex- 
penses of local transportation iu Cuba. 


Indianapolis, Jan. ;;.—Tne suo-com- 


Kiittee of the monetary commission 
headed by Charles P. Faircluld has com- 
pleted the \\ ork of drafting a bill which 
embodies the recommendations of the 
commission upon the monetary question 
and the reformation, of the currency. 
This bill -u ill be introduced in congress 
after it convenes by Congressman Over- 
street of this city, w'hp has been in close 
touch with the commission, from the 
time the work began. 


The commissioners, in their report, 


argue that for the employment of labor, 


No attempt is made to remove silver 


dollars, nor to change their legal-tende« 
quality; on the contrary a place is pro- 
vided for them in the circulation by for- 
bidding the use of any paper money 
other than silver certificates in denom- 
inations below $10. The silver currency, 
which will ba in tne hands of the people, 
must be kept on a parity with gold, as 
now provided by law, and this should 
be done by. requiring the treasurer to 
give gold for a silver dollar on demand. 
Consequently when, it is known that a 
silver dollar can be exchanged for gold 
it will circulate freely (in the form oi 
certificates), and our metallic money, 
without being diminished, will be uni- 
fied on a certain basis. As all this silver 
will be needed to meet the demands for 
large exchange.(when other paper below 
$10 is retired), it will not be presented 
)at the treasury for redemption, and 
it will create no strain, on the gold re- 
serves; but no more silver doljars should 
be coined. 


The commissioners contend that tha 


'ten different kinds of money in use 
create an anomalous and confusing sit- 
uation. Moreover, the whoile fabric,rests 
on too slender a reserve of gold. 
It is 


urged that the demand obligations of 
' the government sfaquld not be used as 
money, because they may be,, and have 
been, 'presented for gbld to the injury 
of the nation's credit. 
This causes 


grave doubts as to trie standajcd on which 
the busdness operati^-, of-the country 
rest.. Everything whidn, by experience, 
creates uncertainty and hurts trade hin- 
ders prosperity and stiould be removed. 
Hence the fiscal affttfcrs of the tr^a^ury 
relating to the receipts and disburse- 
ments of public revenue should be en- 
tirely separated from 
the monetary 


functions dealing with tha exchange and 
redemption of the currency. 
By es- 


tablishing a separate division of issue 
and redemption in the treasury, it will 
be impossible to take away funds set 
aside for the protection of our monetary 
system and use them for current ex- 
penditures. 


Above all it is regarded as dangerous 


to maintain the present practice of using 
government 
demand • obligations 
as 


money. 
Our fathers never made any- 


thing full legal-tender money except 
gold and silver; but in the stress of civil 
war, confusing the fiscal and monetary 
functions of the state, forms of debt dua 
on demand were used as money, not ai 
the result of deliberation, but of emerg- 
ency conditions. 
They were issued ex- 


actly because there were no resources in 
the treasury; and so they depreciated, 
drove out gold, furnished a fluctuating 
standard, increased the national debt 
enormously, caused a change in prices 
whenever the credit of the paper stan- 
dard fluctuated, reduced the purchasing 
power of wages, and by causing unex- 
pected changes in the level of prices 
gave rise to extraordinary speculation, 
increased the severity of commercial 
crises, and placed the small producer 
at a disadvantage with the large pro- 
ducer. For 17 years (1862-1879) the gov- 
ernment paper was a falsified promise, 
and our standard was based on this lie. 
Trade and industry became speculative. 
M«JI of large wealth can take care of 
themselves; but men of small means 
should be protected from the evils aris- 
ing from such uncertainty of the stan- 
dard. 


If the demand obligations of the gov- 


ernment are used as mon-ev 
reserves 


must ahvnys be kept on hand to redeem 
them. 
They are not therefore a loan 


without intercFt; and the expense of 
keeping up these reserves has made the 
paper rnonoy a very great burden to 
the taxpayers by an increase of the pub- 
lic debt. 
These gold reserves are nec- 


essary, unless the government permits 
its notes to go to protest. 
The mere 


credit of the United States behind its 
notes is too vague a thing, its power to 
tax is too remote, to provide cash on 
hand for instant use. 
So far as expense 


is concerned, this debt could have been 
more easily borne by changing it into 
low interest-bearing bonds. 


The demand obligations of the United 


States were put forth because there weire 
no funds in the treasury to redeem them. 
The notes were otnly evidence that prop- 
erty had been received and used up for 
services or supplies or public buildings 
(no longer available assets). The gov- 
irnment by the nature of the operation 
did not retain, as the nates went out, 
any property immediately convertible 


Into coin with which to redeem its de- 
mand issues. 
They were, not a, money 


based on property; they were only a 
debt. 
On the other hand, a bank note 


is never issued (fraud, of course, ex- 
cluded) except for a consideration in, ne- 
gotiable property of equal or greater 
value. 
The bank note comes forth as 


a sequel of a business transaction, and 
Is based on the active property of the 
country which is passing between pro- 
ducers and consumers. 
This property 


is always negotiable and always equal 
to the duty of meeting the note liability. 
Bank notes are as sound as the business 
transactions of the country. 
The cur- 


rency of the country, moreover, should 
increase as the transactions of the coun- 
try increase; hence the rigid unchanging 
issues of the government make them an 
inelastic part of the circulation, while 
by the very process of their issue bank 
notes alone can be automatically ad- 
Jnsted to the changing transactions of 
ttee business community. 
For these and other reasons the com- 


mission strongly urges the government 
to withdraw its demand obligations now 
used as money, decline to provide gold 
for exporters, and put the burden and 
expense of madTitaining a redeemable 
paper circulation upon the banks. 
In 


order to meet the demand obligations, 
the present reserves of gold in the treas- 
ury furnish a beginning to be set aside 
in the division of issue and redemption; 
and to meet possible contingencies the 
secretary of the treasury Is authorized 
to sell bonds whenever the reserve needs 
replenishment. 
In this way, or from 


surplus revenue, the demand obligations 
(that is, United States notes and treas- 
ury notes of 1890) can be gradually re- 
moved, and the cost to the country can 
be reduced; while this_proeess will also 
give the inestimable advantage of ceas- 
ing to use demand debts as money, of 
simplifying our currency, and of adding 
to confidence in the certainty of our 
standard. 
By the plan of the commis- 


sion, government paper is withdrawn in, 
the first five years onJy so fast aa the 
banking currency expands, so that con- 
traction cannot take place; if United 
States notes are cancelled their place 
will be taken by the gold paid out for 
tihem, or by the expansion of'bardc notes 
(under thn new system proposed); and 
in the following five years all the re- 
maining United States nt>tes are to be 
retired. 


In view of the scarcity of-United States 


bonds they can>niot long be regaisJed as 
a basis for circulation. 
Moreover, any 


bond security of a higher charajcter 
yields a low rate of interest; and in a 
time of stringency, when borrowers need 
loans and the market rate of interest 
Is high, there is no inducement to buy 
these bands to increa.se circulation. 
Hence, under the present system, when 
notes would be most needed, it is least 
profitable to issue them. 
While pro- 


viding for a partial USE of bonds for se- 
curing notes (25 percent of the capital) 
the commission proposed that notes be- 
yond this should be issued on all, in- 
stead of a part of the resources of a 
bank; and after 10 years that no special 
security should be required. Banks may 
issue notes up to 60 percent or their cap- 
ital without restraint: for issues1 beyond 
60 percent and up to SO percent they pay 
a tax of 2 percent; for those beyond 80 
percent and up to 100 percent they pay 
a tax of 6 percent. 
These notes would 


be a prior lien upon all the resources 
of the bank, and, in. addition, upon, tho 
stockholders' liability. 
Moreover, all 


banks issuing- j.-otes contribute 5 percent 
of their circulation as a permanent 
guaranty fund. 
For daily redemptions, 


banks should keep a 5 pc.'ceat redemp- 
tion fund in the- hands of the comptroller 
of the currency. 
Banks of $25,000-cap- 


ital may be established in places of 4000 
inhabitants; and branches of banks ara 
also permitted. 


It is apparent that the-sca.rcity.of note- 


holders under the proposed 
plan is 


greater than usually supposed. If notes 
should be issued by aH national banks 
to the amount of 80 percent of their 
present capital, the security m the form 
of total assets (omitting consideration 
of stockholders' liability or a guaranty 
fund) is more than ?7 to $1. In the 3276 
banks outside the reserve cities, the pro- 
tection would be $6.10 to $1 of notes. 
The greatest number of failures of banks 
occurred in 1893; and yet the notes of- 
those failed banks which did not realize 
at least 80 percent of their capital out- 
of thelir resources formed only 1-& of 1 
percent of the proposed circulation. 
Had 80 percent of the capital of all na- 
tional banks been Issued in notes upon 
the proposed phan, since the beginning 
of the national banking: system in 186.3, 
an assessment upon the bamks annually 
of only 1-40 of 1 percent wouTd have been 
necessary- 
Moreover. Instead of a tax 


on circulation, a ta* of 1-8 of 1> percent 
on capital and surplus is proposed to 
cover the expenses-of tfee system. Such 
a plan in general would furnish a safe, 
elastic, uniform and' expanding car 
rency based on a fixed and certain-stan- 
dard.

Malesherbes, in deep distress, went 


' to" tfie Sample," and " as Clery hastily 
'caihe ibrwarcl to meet him ho told him 
that, jt;wa.s all aver and that the king 
'bad-'-be'en-sentenoed. As Malesh'erbea 
came into the king's presence the latter 
said to him: "For the last two hours I 
bave Ijeen examining my conscience and 
seeking whether during the course of 
my.reign I have voluntarily given my 
"eubje'cts any cause for complaint against 
'me.- -Well,- I«an declare in all the- sin-,' 
eerily of my soul, as a man about to ap-( 
pear before God, that I have constantly!] 
striven for the happiness of my peoplo1 
and that I have not indulged in a single, 
wish, contrary ;„ it." 


This was too much for Halesherbes, 


•who fell on his knees, sobbing so as to 
• be-tmable-to-speak. The king tried to 
comfort him, saying that he had ex- 
pected what such grief annopuped. and 
that it wa^hetter to know his fate. 
• 


The three counsel urged him to try to 


appeal to the nation. He consented re- 
luc.tantly, being convinced that it would 
be useless. De Sezo and Tronchet then 
'jetircd, bxrt' the. king detained Male- 
fiherbes,' who was still overcome with 
grief. "My friend, do not^weep," ho 
said, pressing bis hand. "Wo shall 


^meet again in a better world. I am 
grieved to leave each a friend as you 


- ere. "-The king followed him to the 
' doorAvtth-another "Adieu!" They met 
•no more, although Malesherbes came 
again'and'again to' the prison entreat- 
ing for admittance, which was refu&ed

Tho German Tribes. 


• --We know nothing of the German 
tribes until about 100 B. O. Suddenly 
•they loom up in the north, aggressive 
•foes of the Romans. For some time 


(they were held in check by the stubborn 
resistance of the legions, until finally, 
'\?hen the restraining hand of Borne was 
withdrawn, they spread all over west- 
ern .Europe in the fourth and fifth cen- 
rtnries of our era. 
Such are the well 


vkriQwn historic facts. Let us see what 
archaeology may add to them. The first 
investigators of ancient burial grounds 
in southern Germany unearthed two 
'distinct types of skulls, 
/I Tho round headed variety was quite 
like that of the modern peasantry roundi 
about. Tho other dolichocephalic type 
was less frequent, but strongly marked 
In ^-places. 
An additional foaf.aro of 


Ibeee latter was noted at once. They 


:v:renerally fqundL io bnrial places 


of a peculiar kind. An easterly sloping 
hill was especially preferred, on which 
the'skeletons lay feet toward the rising 
sun—probably a matter of religious im- 
portance. The bodies were also regu- 
larly disposed in long rows, side by 
side, a circumstance which led Ecker to 
term them Reihengraber, or row graves. 
Other archseologists, by a scndy of the 
personal effects in the graves, succeeded 
in identifying these people with the 
tall, blond Teutonic invaders from the 
north. 
Such graves are found all 


through Germany as far north as Thu- 
ringia. They bear witness that Teutonic 
blood infiltrated through the whole pop- 
ulation. — Professor W. 2. Eipley in 
PoDnlar S?ience.Monthly.

Parlor—Tho Trials of the Good Housn- 
keeper—How They May Be Overcome. 
Home Influence.

WASHINGTON, Jan. a.—Dr. Tulmage's 


sermon today goes through homo life with 
the trend ot one who has seen all its de- 
partments and sympathizes with nil ho 
sees and hns words of oheor for all wives, 
mothers, daughters and sisturs; tost, 
Jjukox, 40: "Lord, dost thou not care that 
my bistiir hath loft niu to survo utono? Bid 
her, thcruloro, that she help mo." 


Yonder isn beautiful village homestead. 


Tho man of tho lumso is dead, and his 
widow is taking uhargo of tho promises. 
This is tho widow Martha of Bethany. 
Yes, 1 will show you also the pet of tho 
household. This is Mary, tho younger sis- 
ter, with a book under her ami and her 
faco having no appearance of anxiety or 
euro. Company 1mb co:ue. Christ stands 
outside tbo door, and of course there is a 
good deal of exoiteniun'i inside tho dour. 
The disarranged furniture is hastily put 
aside, and the hair is brushed back, ami 
the dresses aro adjusted as well as, in so 
short a time, Mary and Martha can attend 
to these matters. Thny did not keep Christ 
standing at the door until they were new- 
ly appareled or until they hnd elaborately 
arranged their tresses, then coining out 
with their affected surprise as though they 
had not heard tho t\vo or three previous 
knockings, saying, "Why, is that you?" 
No 
They were ladies and were always 


presentable, although they may not have 
always had on their host, for none of us al- 
ways has on cur best. If we did, our best 
would not be worth having on. They 
throw open tho door and greet Christ. 
They say: "Good morning, Master! Come 
in and bo seated." Christ did not oome 
alone. He had a group of friends with 
him, 
and such nn influx of city visitors 


would throw any country home into per- 
turbation. 


I suppose also the walk from the city 


•bad been a good appetizer. The kitchen 
department that day was a very important 
department, and, I suppose that Martha 
had no sooner greeted the guests than she 
fled to that room. 
Mary had no worri- 


rriont about household affairs. 
She had 


full confidence that Martha could get up 
the best tHnner in Bethany. She seems to 
say, "Now let us have a division of labor. 
Martha, you cook and I'll sit down and be 
good." So you have often seen a great 
difference between two sisters. 


Mary and Martha. 


There is Martha, hard working, nains- 


taking, a good manager, ever inventive of 
some now pastry or discovering some- 
thing in the art of cookery and house- 
keeping. There is Mary, also fond of con- 
versation, literary, so engaged in deep 
questions of ethics she has no time to at- 
tend to the questions of household welfare. 
It is noon. Mary is in the parlor with 
Christ. Martha is in the kitchen. It 
would have been better if they had divided 
the work, and then they could have di- 
vided tho opportunity of listening to Jesus. 
But Mary monopolizes Christ while Mar- 
tha sweltersjit tho fire. It was a very im- 
portant thing that they should have a good 
dinner that day. Christ was hungry, and 
he did net often have a luxurious enter- 
tainment. Alas me, if the duty had de- 
volved upon Mary, what a repast that 
would have been! But something went 
wrong in the kitchen. Perhaps tho fire 
would not burn, or tho bread would not 
bake, or Martha scalded her. hand, or 
something was burned black that ought 
only to have been made ptown^ and Mar- 
tha lost her pa'tioneo, and forgetting tha 
proprieties of the occasion, with bosweated 
brow, and, perhaps, with 'pitcher in one 
hand and tongs in the-other, she rushes 
out of tho kitchen into tho presence of 
Christ, saying, "Lord, dost thou not cara 
that mysistpr hath left mo to servo alone?" 
Christ scolded not a word. If it were 
scolding, I should rather have his scolding 
than anybody else's blessing. 
There was 


nothing acerb. He know Martha bad al- 
most worked herself to death to get him 
something to eat, and so he throws a 
world of tenderness into his intonation as 
he seems to say: "My dear woman, do 
not worry. Let the dinner go. Sit down 
on this ottoman beside Mary, your youn- 
ger sister. Martha, Martha, thou art care- 
ful and troubled about many things, but 
one thing is needful.'• As Martha throws 
open that kitchen door I look in and see a 
great many household perplexities and 
anxieties. 


First there is the trial of nonapprecia- 


tion. That is what made Martha so mad 
with Mary. The younger sister bad no 
estimate of her older sister's fatigues. As 
now, 
men bothered with the anyioties of 


the storo and office and shop, or coming 
from the Stock Exchange, they say when 
they got home: "Oh, you ought to be in 
our factory a little while! You ought to 
have to manage 8 or 10 or 20 subordinates, 
and then you w6uld know what trouble 
and anxiety aro!" 
Oh, sir, the. wife and 


the mother has to conduct at the same 
time a university, a clothing establish- 
ment, a restaurant, a laundry, a library, 
while sho is health officer, police and pres- 
ident of her realm! She must do a thou- 
sand things, and do them well, in order 
to keep things going smoothly, and so her 
brain and bur nerves are taxed to tne ut- 
most. I know there are housekeepers who 
are so fortunate that they can Sit in nn 
armchair in the library or lie on tho be- 
latod pillow and throw off all the care 
upon subordinates who, having large 
wages and great experience, can attend to 
all of tho affairs of the household. Thosa 
are the exceptions. I am speakinft now 
uf the groat mass of housekeepers—the 
women to whom life is a struggle, and 
who at 30 years of age look as though 
they wore 40, and at 40 look as though 
they were GO, and at 60 look as though 
they were CO, Tho fallen at Chalons and 
Austerlitz and Gettysburg nncl Waterloo 
aro a small number compared'with the 
slain in tho great Armageddon of the 
kitchen. 
You go out to tho cemetery and 


you will see that tho tombstones all rend 
beautifully poetic, but if those tombstones 
would speak the truth, thousands of them 
would say: "Hero lies a woman killed by 
too much mending and sowing and bak- 
ing and scrubbing nnd scouring. The 
weapon with which she was slain was a 
broom or a sewing machine or a ladle." 


Housekeeping Cftrcg, 


You think, O man of tho world, that 


you have all the cares and nfnxieties. If 
tho cares and anaieties of the household 
should come upon you for one week, you 
would bo fit for tho insane asylum. Tho 
half rested housekeeper arises in tho morn- 
ing, bno muse nave tho. morning repast 
prepared at an irrevocable hour. What if 
the fire will not light; what if tho mar- 
keting did not come; what if tho clock 
has stopped—no matter, she must ha... 
tho morning rupastat an irrevocable hour 
Then tho childron must bo got off to 
school. What if their garments aro torn; 
What if they do not know their Inssons; 
what if they have loht a hut ot tesh—they 
must be ready. 
Then you have nil the 


diet of tho dny and porhaps of sovcx.il 
days, to plan, but what if r/hn butcher ha* 
Bent moat unmastinnblu, or tho'grocer has 
sent arti«l(-H of food adulterated, and what 
if some piero of silvoi bo gone, or some 
favorite chalico bo cracked, or tho i-oof 
teak, or tho plumbing full, or any ono of 
k thousand things occur—you must bo 
ready. Spring weather coracs; nnd there 
Biust be a revolution In tho family ward- i 


robe, or autumn conies, and you must 
shut out the northern1 blast, but what if 
tho moth bus preceded you to tbo chest; 
what If, during tho year, the children 
have outgrown tho apparol of last year; 
what if tho fashions have changed! Your 
house must bo an apothecary's shop; it 
must he a dispenaary; there must bo 
medicines for ull sorts of ailments—some- 
thing to loosen the crovy, smoothing to 
oool the burn, something to poultice tho 
iiitlimiiiiatiiou, something to sileuuo the 
jumping tooch, hoiuethiug to soothe the 
oantcho. You must bo in half a dozen 
places at tho samo time, or you must at- 
tempt to bo. If, under all this wear and 
tear of life, Martha makes au impatient 
rush upon the library or drawing room, 
ba 
patient, 
bo lenient! 
O woman, 


though I may fail to stir up »n apprecia- 
tion in tho souls of others in rog»nl to 
your household toils, let me ast tire you, 
from tho kindlinebs with which Jesus 
Christ met Martha, that he appreciates all 
your work from garret to cellar, and that 
tho God of Deborah, and Hannah, and 
Abigail, and Grandmother Lois, and Eliza- 
beth Fry, a(iul Hannah More is the God of 
the housekeeper! Jesus was never mar- 
ricxi, that ho might bo the especial friend 
and confidant of a whole world of troubled 
womanhood. 1 blunder. Christ was mar- 
ried. Tho Bible says that the church is 
the Lamb's wife, and that makes mo know 
that all Christian women have a right to 
go to Christ nnd toll him of their annoy- 
ances and troubles, since by his oath of 
conjugal fidelity ho is sworn to sympa- 
thize. George Herbert, the Christian poofc, 
wrote two or three verses on this subject: 


The servant by this clause 


Makes drudgary divine. 


Who sweeps a room, as for thy laws, 


Makes this and the action fine. 


A young woman of brilliant education 


and prosperous circumstances was called 
down stairs to help in the kitchen in tho 
.absence of the servants. Tho doorbell ring- 
ing, sho went to open it and found a gen- 
tleman friend, who said as ho came in: "I 
thought that I heard music. Was it on 
this piano or on this harp?" 
She an- 


swered: "No. I was playing on a grid- 
iron, with frying pan accompaniment. 
Tho servants are gone, and I am learning 
how to do this work." Well done! When 
will women in all circles find out that it 
Is honorable to do anything that ought to 
be done? 


Severe Economy. 


Again, there is the trial of severe econ- 


omy. 
Nino hundred and 
ninety-nine 


households out of the thousand are sub- 
jected to it, some under more and some 
under less stress of circumstances. 
Espe- 


cially if a man smoke very expensive ci- 
gars and take very costly dinners at the 
restaurants he will be severe in demanding 
domestic economies. This is what kills 
tens of thousands of women—attempting 
to make So do the work of 37. A young 
woman about to enter the married state 
said to her mother, "How long does the 
honeymoon lost?" The mother answered, 
"The honeymoon lasts until you ask your 
husband for money." How some men do 
dole out money to their wives! "How 
much do you want?" "A dollar." "You 
are always wanting a dollar. 
Can't you 


do with 50 cents?" 
If the husband has 


not the money, let him plainly say so. If 
he has 1C let him make cheerful response, 
remembering that his wife has as much 
right to it as he has. How the bills coma 
in! The woman Is the banker of the 
household. She fs the president, the cash- 
ier, the teller, the discount clerk, and there 
is a panic every few"weeks. This 30 years' 
war against high prices, this perpetual 
study of economics,' this lifelong attempt 
to keep tbo outgoes less than the income, 
exhausts innumerable housekeepers. 


Oh, my sister, this is a part of the Di- 


virie discipline 1 If it were best for you, 
all you wqufd have to do would be to open 
the front windows, and the ravens would 
fly in with food, and after you had baked 
50 times from the barrel in the pantry tho 
barrel, Ijke thaonfeof Zarephath, would be 
full, and the shoes of the children would 
last as long as tko shoes of the Israelites in 
the wilderness—40 years. Beside that this 
is going to make heaven the more attract- 
ive in the contrast. They never hunger 
there, and consequently there will be none 
of tho nuisances of catering for appetites, 
and in the land -of the white robe they 
never have to mend anything, and the air 
in that hill country makes everybody well.

Home Influence.

of my mother is my remembrance of her 
as a Christian housekeeper.

Some time 
ago in an express train I shot past that 
old homestead. I looked out of the win- 
dow and tricd'to peer through the dark- 
ness. 
While I was doing so one of my old 


schoolmates, whom I had not seen for 
many years, tapped me on the shoulder and 
said, ''De Witt, I see you are looking out 
Bt the scenes of your boyhood." ''Oh, 
yes," I replied, "I was looking out at the 
old place where my mother lived and 
died." * That night in the cars the whole 
scene came back to me. There was the 
country home. There was the noonday 
table. 
There were the children on either 


side of the table, most of them gone never 
to come back. At ono end of the table, 
my father, with a'sniile that never left his 
countenance even, when ho lay in his coffin. 
It was an 84 years' smile—not the sinilo 
of inanition, but of Christian courage and 
of Christian hope. At the other end of the 
table was a beautiful, benignant, hard 
working, aged Christian housekeeper, my 
mother. She was very tired. I am glad 
she has so good a place to rest in. "Blessed 
are the dead who die in the Lord. They 
rest from their labors, and their works do 
follow them."

Paper mak&ra are {lisouseing the pe- 


culiar fact that ior nMaQftcenturies there 
have been periodical ftivestilgations into 
tho "deterioration ofpspsr." Recently 
the Society of Arts in London appoint- 
ed a special committee to make aa in- 
vestigation of this character. Old rec- 
ords show that fault has been found 
with the quality of paper in almost 
•very age, and most of the famous mu- 
seums and libraries in Enrope have 
specimens of 
pure rag paper which 


show decay due to flaws in the texture. 
Away back in 1836 Peter II of Spain 
issued a proclamation commanding the 
paper makers of Valencia and Xativa 
"to restore tho paper to its old good 
quality, unless they wish to be found 
guilty of fraud and punished according- 
ly." 
About 1230 an emperor of Italy 


directed that all public documents on 
paper shoald be declared invalid. 
All 


records covering the previous two years 
were ordered to be transcribed on parch- 
ment in order that they might be pre- 
served more securely. 


It is recalled tb»t in 1875 the Academy 


of Sciences in Paris offered a prize for 
the best auswer to this question,'' Which 
are the real reasons for the general de- 
cline in the quality of paper and which 
are the best means to remedy the evil?" 
This prizo was never awarded, for the 
reason that nobody undertook to com- 
pete for it. Experts disagree as to which 
period in the history of paper making 
produced the most durable and the best 
quality of paper. Soon after the art of 
making paper was transplanted from 
Africa to Spain complaints were made 
and recorded that the Christian succes- 
sors of the Moorish paper makers were 
making an inferior paper. At first the 
art was imperfectly copied.—New York 
Times.

neous, for the Missouri river's water is 
purer than the water ot any great river 
in the country, tho PJatte alone except- 
ed. It is *rue that when a bucketful of 
it is dipped np it appears to be dirty, 
but if the water is left until it settles it 
will be found that the sediment at the 
bottom is fine, dark colored sand and 
tot mad. The Missouri river's water in 
never muddy, eave during the spring 
high water. 


Colonel Bill Switzler of Boonville, 


Mo., declares that the general idea that 
Missonrimeans "big muddy" or "mnd- 
dy water" is wrong. He says, and Col- 
onel Bill Switzler is an authority, that 
it means "wooden canoe." The name, 
he says, belongs to the Illinois dialect 
of the Algonquin Indians. The name 
Missuris or Missouri was applied by the 
Indians of the npper lake region to the 
tribe of Indiana living west of the Mis- 
sissippi river, because the latter used 
wooden canoes instead of birch bark 
canoes. 


Wooden canoes had to be used TOI the 


Missouri river becatise it was too turbu- 
lent for the frail birch bark canoes, and 
in this way the big river secured its 
nama. Bnt no matter whether Missouri 
means "muddy water" or "wooden 
canoe," the fact remains that Missonri 
river water is not muddy. It does not 
flow through mud, but through fine 
sand. The Mississippi river water is 100 
per cent dirtier than the Missouri, but 
poets have raved about the beautiful 
blue of the Father of Waters.—Omaha 
World-Herald.

Patients havo come to 
me from every state ih. tho Union, from 
Canada, from tho Sandwich Inlands and 
from Europe, and it appears to be tho 
general belief among/them all that tho 
climate of New York city, with ita 
clear air and bright sunshine, is quite 
as favorable under all circumstances as 
is that of niost^edjer localities. I have 
•uuuer my caro at this time patients 
from several t^wns^in Colorado, from 
New Mexico andCalimrnia, and all are 
doing better in this citjj than in their 
own localities.—Dr. Hfabbard Winslow 
Mitchell in New York Medical Record.

Although More Conservative Ia Hlu Views, 


the President Is on Cordial Terms M'ith 
the S«ieretary, Who Is the Mont Influ- 
ential r.Iember of the Cabinet. 


vYAsmwTOX, Jan. 8.—[Special.]-*-Soc- 


I rotary Qnxv hns for some tiiuo been at tho 


center cif tho st;ip;o in tho national capital. 
Ho Is now tho most talked of man in tho 
cabinet. A few days ago the newspapers 
hud it that ho had offeri-d his resignation 
to the president and was about to leave the 
cabinet. This turned out not to be true, 
or to bo true only in u limited sense. What 
did occur is very easily explained, and as 
I happen to know all tho facts I will give 
them. 


When the secretary brought out his plan 


for reorganizing the currency system, he 
was savagely attacked by tho silver men. 
They were specially antagonistic to his 
idea, as expressed by him in a hearing be1 
fore tho house committee on banking and 
currency, to perpetuate tho gold standard 
in tho legislation which he had proposed. 
When these attacks camo, Mr. Gage went 
to tbo president and had a talk with him. 
It was only natural for him to wish to 
know if his chief was satisfied with his 
course. Ho did not tender his resigna- 
tion in so many words, or oven by im- 
plication, except that he did say he was 
going on with his flght, and if afe any time 
in tho future tho president thought ho was 
battling unwisely or too eagerly he (tho 
secretary) wanted to bo called down. 


Cordial Relations. 


Of course there was the inference that 


if tho president should find the secretary 
was going too far or too fast in a certain 
direction perhaps the administration could 
be relieved of embarrassment by the resig- 
nation of the offending official, and this 
was the nearest Mr. Gage came to offer- 
ing his resignation. I am reliably inform- 
ed that tho conversation between the pres- 
ident and the secretary of the treasury on 
this occasion was of the most friendly and 
cordial character. The retirement of Mr. 
Gage from the cabinet was farthest from 
tho thoughts of either man when they 
parted. 


Although the president did not in his 


message formally approve -what is now 
known as the Gago plan, yet he was quite 
willing that plan should be brought for- 
ward by his cabinet officer. 
Moreover, he 


wants the spnretary to go ahead with his 
agitation and promises support in secur- 
ing some action. Inasmuch as the gossips 
of Washington have been wondering what 
President McKinley would do—follow tho 
bimetallic path along with Senator Wol- 
cott or go with tho gold standard people 
led by Secretary Gage—the answer of tha 
president appears to be that he leans more 
strongly to the Gage than to the Wolcott 
idea. 


I am reminded by a Democratic senator 


that four years ago there was a somewhat 
similar situation in the cabinet, except 
that in that case the president, who did not 
quite agree with his secretary of tho treas- 
ury, had his own way, while the secretary 
found it convenient to modify his views in 
accordance with those of his chief. Presi- 
dent Cleveland was a gold standard man 
pure and simple, while Secretary Carlisle 
still had a leaning to silver. 
But the 


strong will and earnest convictions of the 
president carried the day, and when Mr. 
Carlisle had modified his views to some 
extent he became one of the most earnest 
and eloquent advocates of the system for 
which Mr. Cleveland stood. 


McKiuley's Attitude. 


As to the present attitude of the presi- 


dent some little mystery remains. Tho 
best explanation of his position I have 
heard was given by a member of the cab- 
inet who is not himself especially interest- 
ed in financial affairs. "The president 
believes," said this member of tho coun- 
cil, "that he was commanded by the St. 
Louis platform to promote two things. 
One of these was the gold standard, and 
the other was international bimetallism. 
The first was to be held to till tho latter 
could be achieved. Tho president has hon- 
estly tried to bring about the international 
agreement. I think if Senator Wolcott 
•were asked the question if the president 
had loyally supported him and his col- 
leagues during their work for bimetallism 
iu Europe he would admit that such was 
tho case. But, that effort having proved a 
failure, the president now returns to that 
other, command of the St. Louis platform 
and is doing his best to make sure and 
safe the means of preserving the gold 
standard." 


"Does the president personally believe 


in the practicability of successful interna- 
tional bimetallism?" I asked. 


"As to that," replied the cabinet officer, 


"I am not sure, bnt I think he does. I 
think he believes that if England were to 
come in France would willingly join, Ger- 
many would be forced in, and Russia and 
the others would have to follow suit. Al- 
though I have not talked with the presi- 
dent on this particular point, I am sure 
he believes bimetallism could be sustained 
if the great nations were to agree to try 
it, but he does not believe the nations will 
so agree. So there is nothing left for him 
to do but to preserve things as they are, 
in accordance with the instructions given 
him by the Republican convention." 


Mr, Gage'* Views. 


Secretary Gage, on tho other hand, does

Mr. Gage thinks a certain 
relationship in the value of tho two metals 
could no more be maintained by co-opera- 
tion of the nations than a fixed relation- 
ship between the barometer and the ther 
mometcr could be preserved by act of con- 
gress. This is why Mr Oafte is so objeo 
tionuble to the bimetallists and silver men

whose head the storm of politics now 
rages, is one of tho moht agreeable men in 
the cabinet. Ho is approachable, genial, 
kind hearted, a good talker and rather 
fond of meeting his friends. 
He has a

barrassment. In his conversation he is 
prone to tho use of hoi-.-ly illustrations, 
borrowed from the fan-, or this everyday 
affairs of the people, and now and then 
he coins an epigram of true metal. I am

ed, tho secretary of the treasury is the 
most influential member of tho cabinet.

YORK, Jan. 8.— [Special.]— I in- 
of a magazine publisher today 


about the rates now paid for fiction. 


>' "Rates for fairly good fiction aro just 
about what they were ton years ago," he 
said. "But a few writers who have learned 
how to toll a story exceptionally well have 
been able to raise the nrico. Perhaps there 
aro a dozen or usoro of thesis, lludyard 
Kipling, of course, <_an command almost) 
any price, and so can Dr. Conan Doylo 
end Anthony Hope, all Englishmen, by 
the way. But the high pricvd story writ- 
ers do not all live en the othor side by any 
means. 
Mary K. 'Wilktns receives almost 


or quite as good pay as liopu or Iloylo 
nnd is kept busy whenever she will con- 
sent to write. 
Octave Thanet (Alice 


French) is in groat demand, and publish- 
ers who get hor stories have to pay well 
for them. Joel Chandler Harris receives 
half a dime for every word of fiction ho 
vrrites, and if he could turn out a story at 
the same rate of spued you can write busi- 
ness letters he would earn a fabulous sum 
In the course of a ten hour day. 


"Frank Stockton easily enforces the 


enmo rate of payment, and Bramler Mat- 
thews' pay falls little, if at all, below it. 
Mary llartwell Catherwood practically 
fixes her own price. Owen "Wister receives 
pay at rates that would yield a very large 
sum were he to drive himself, and F. Hop- 
kinson Smith, though ho writes few 
stories, is right royally compensated for 
all he turns out, as indeed he is for what- 
ever he will write. Mr. Smith's methods 
uith editors aro interesting. Soon after 
his return from a few months' stay abroad 
he is likely tw drop in and say : 


•' 'I want to furnish you with a certain 


number of magazine pages — writing and 
pictures. I want you to pay me so many 
hundred dollars flat for the article and il- 
lustrations. ' 


"His propositions of this sort are almost 


always accepted, and so are his proposi- 
tions regarding fiction, for he has learned 
the knack of pleasing magazine lovers 
alike with his articles, his pictures and his 
stories." 


Only a few of the writers mentioned 


above are New Yorkers in the sense of liv- 
ing here, but the books of every one are 
published in this city, and New York is, 
therefore, the center from which all draw 
the bulk of their, income. The three Eng- 
lishmen indeed may receive more money 
from London than from Xew York, but 
the excess is not so great as you might 
suppose. 


• A tacky Young Man. 


One more name is needed to complete 


the dozen mentioned by my publishing 
friend. It is the name of Richard Harding 
Davis, who has been a New Yorker ever 
since he signalized his first day's work on 
The Evening Sun by leading a bunko 
Bteerer known as Sheeny Mike to think he 
•was a "come on" and then turning him 
over to the police. 


Davis can command the limit, so to 


speak, and he refuses more commissions 
than he accepts right along. His "Sol- 
diers of Fortune" has now sold to the ex- 
teat of 50,000 copies and the demand still 
continues. He handed the copy of a new 
long story to the editor of Scribner's the 
other day, and when he was in turn hand- 
ed The. handsome check representing the 
purchase price remarked that he was go- 
ing across the water for a little time to 
rest. 


"I don't know how long I shall be 


nway," ho added, "and I don't know how 
far I shall go. I shall probably visit Egypt 
anyway." 


Mr. Davis will find Egypt a very gay 


place this -winter if ho extends his trip 
that far. Reports come from Cairo that 
the popular hotels, the Continental, Shep- 
heard's and the Ghezireh Palace, are all 
well filled, and although the guests do not 
os yet include many Americans, a full 
quota is expected. The Cornelius Vander- 
bilts will arrive soon — possibly are there 
by this time. Ex-Governor Flower, who 
is ready to resign the presidency of the 
Democratic club here to please Mr. Crokor, 
•will bo there before the present month is 
over, with his wife, and the Anthony 
Drexels and the John A. Churchills are 
among those expected. 


Mr. Davis is an exceptionally lucky 


young man and his luck began at birth, 
for Dame Fortune fitted him out with 
very exceptional talents both in kind and 
degree. She also furnished him with a 
, keen eye, a strong physique and the will- 
•ingness to work. His father was an editor, 
his mother, Rebecca Harding Davis, was 
a successful story writer, and naturally he 


* grew up trained to use the pen.

\vorth having. I have heard it estimated 
at from $10, 000 to §20,000 a year. I should 
Bay the latter figure is nearer the truth 
^than the former. 


Went to "War In Greece. 


< Frederick Palmer is a young journalist 
Who will make a good story writer unless 
be sticks to news too long. He began on 
The Press. Two or three years ago ifc was 
decided to send him to London. While he 
was serving the paper there the war in 
Greece broke out. 


Palmer was notified by cable to go and 


report the fracas between the Turks and 
the Hellenes. He obeyed joyfully, since if 
there was anything in human history that 


K he desired above all others to witness it 


was a war. Being a hustler, he reached 
the scene of hostilities at an early stage of 
the game. 


Moreover he sent in a good deal of ex- 


clusive news, in two or three notable in- 
stances beating the seasoned British war 
iorrespondonts even. When he left Lon- 
don, ho took the precaution to include a 
imall hand camera and plenty of films in 
his baggage. 
"When he got to Greece, he 


made industrious use of the picture ma- 
chine and sent the exposed rolls homo as 
fast as ho had passed them through the 
litrlo black box. His paper was thus en- 
abled to print illustrations of the wnr 
mado from photographs taken on tho spot 
in advance ofrnost other papers. After ho 
had been homo a little time a publisher 
•who had read his dispatches and descrip- 
1ive articles from the scat of war proposed 
that the young journalist should write a 
book.

With tho unconventional title "Going to a 
War In Greece," was issued from the press 
only a few days ago. The illustrations, 
pbotojjrophically enlarged from the film 
negatives "taken on tho spot," and tho 
letterpress as well aro as unconventional 
us the title and decidedly interesting, and 
Mr. Palmer is receiving the congratula- 
tions of h5s friends.

THE SWISS FIGUREHEAD. 


President Bufiy Has but Small Power In 


the Little Republic. 


Eugene Ruffy, the new president of 


Switzerland, is a native of the French can- 
ton of Lausanne. He is a lawyer by pro- 
fession, and for many years has been con- 
sidered the head of the Left or Radical 
party. Last year he was elected vice chair- 
man of the federal council, the second 
highest office in thelittlo mountain repub- 
lic, and this year, in accordance with the 
usual custom, he becomes chairman of 
that body, a post which comes as near to 
that filled by our chief executive as any iu 
the Swiss government. 


It should be understood, however, that 


the president of Switzerland is really a 
very unimportant official. The functions 
of the office are few and the honor con- 
nected with it small. Practically he is on- 
ly the chairman of the bundesrath, a fcd- 
'eral council corresponding in a measure to 
our cabinet;. By courtesy he is called pres- 
ident of the republic. He has no rank, 
either civil or military, has no power of 
veto and cannot even so mnah as pardon a 
criminal. Ho is not bothered by office seek- 
ers, because he has no offices to distribute. 
Although merely a figurehead he is a hard 
worked official, for besides acting as chair- 
man of the federal council he is ox officio 
the minister of state and the minister of 
foreign affairs. 


The members of the federal council are 


chosen by the national council and aro al- 
ways members of tho upper branch of 
that body. This branch is known as tho 
stainderath, and is something similar to 
.our senate, while tho lower branch is called

Mr. Soward is an active, little mnn of 08 


years and has boon an earnest worker in 
tho propaganda of liberal religious views. 
He is n native of Orange county, N. Y., 
and Is o cousin of the great secretary of 
state, William H. Sewnrcl. Ho is a musi- 
cian and has dovotcd most of his lifo to 
teaching music and editing musical jour- 
nals. Ho traveled with tho original Fink 
.Tuhllon Singers when thoy mado thoir fa- 
mous English tour about 20 years ngo and 
wrote down over 100 of their songs tho mu- 
nio of which hricl novor before been put on 
paper. Ijatcr ho was ongr.Rcd as mi.oionl 
instructor at tho College For tho Training 
of TfinHers in Now York city.

Prank Fairman, nlias Freezeout Fair- 


mount, Fancy Frank, etc., was n burglar. 
In every jcreat city of tho land tho law 
offices either know him or of him, and by 
ten years' patient endeavor at getting oth- 
er people's property between tho hours of 
midnight and 5 a. in. he hnil gained wide- 
spread notoriety. As a rule, whenever ho 
niadu his appearance in any metropolis tho 
polico cither arrested him on general prin- 
ciples or ''kept tabs on him." 
So now in 


these days London, Liverpool and other 
cities began to know him less and tho 
small towns vrnove. Though exiled, his 
glory did not suffer by operations in more 
restricted fields, llather ho added consid- 
erably to his laurels by continually avoid- 
ing arrest, or, if arrested, aided by skillful 
lawyers, conviction. 
There seemed for 


this king of the "jimmy" no day of retri- 
bution. 


What awakened the admiration of his 


anoiont enemies, the detectives, more than 
anything else was thelfaot that Fairmaii 
invariably worked alone. So far as known, 
in no single job had ho over been aided by 
a confederate. Neither did ho seek to gain 
advance information of tho "lay" of a 
house by pumping servants, and, in short, 
rejected all the conventional methods -of 
the average housebreaker, apparently se- 
lecting a residence to rob and then de- 
pending on a high order of cunning and 
intelligence to enter it and overcome all 
obstacles that might arise. 


This system of work made Fairman 


more dangerous by far than the ordinary 
burglar, and not a police chief in the king- 
dom but would have gone to great lengths 
to put him behind the bars.

Had 
he known that the tall, richly dressed 
stranger passing his 'window at that very 
moment was the noted and dreaded crim- 
inal, Frank Fairman, his visions of tho 
morrow's Christmas tree, plum pudding, 
etc., would have been rudely dispelled. 


But bo did not, and his wrinkled face, 


like every other face in town, wrinkled or 
otherwise, was beaming with expectant 
happiness.

been en route from Manchester to London, 
where he tried to spend every Christmas, 
but an energetic detective had followed so 
fast and hard after that he was forced to 
dodge off into tho little village.

Pour 
one gallon of boiling water over a 
pound of lime; when settled and cold, 
pour it carefully ov«r the eggs which 
you have 'packed, small ends ddwn, in 
a stone jar, and stand in a cool, dark 
place. Ejrgs may also be packed in salt; 
anything that will close the pores of 
the shell and prevent evaporation will 
preserve eggs."

Steel traps 
have a place that wooden traps can nev- 
er fill, but give me something that I 
can make with my own hands, with the 
simplest tools, out of whatever materi- 
als the spot affords where the animal 
lives. 


Of all the animals in this country 


there is none that affords less harmful 
sport than the rabbit—more properly 
hare—of which there are several spe- 
cies. Its wonderful powers of increase 
enable it to hold its own, as far too 
many of our best and most valuable 
animals do not. Furthermore, rabbits 
are very easily trapped. 


Every one knows its little trail, as 


broad as.one's hand, through the bushes 
or broom sedge, or its footprints as it 
hops-over the clear snow. Here, where 
the path goes under a fence rail, it has 
stopped to gnaw. The rabbit follows 
this path in season and out, though in 
the far north, where the snow keeps 
piling and piling up, its little road may 
change with each successive snowfall. 
Trappers there put out a large number 
of snares, setting them right iu the mid- 
dle of the paths.—Harper's Sound Ta-

About this same time the game of ice 


polo was being developed in the United 
States, but it was not. until 1S94. when 
a number of our tennis champions, 
among them Wrenn and Larned, return- 
ed from Canada, that the game suc- 
ceeded in awakening interest on this 
side of the boundary. 


It was then that the flrst American 


team was organized. 
A game was 


played at Tuxedo between the St. Nich- 


representatives.

To-iay universities, colleges and ath- 


letic clubs all over the country have 
their representative teams. The pres- 
ent season promises to become the 
most interesting in tho history of the 
game. When we look back and consider 
that- the first hockey league in the 
United States was only founded in 1895. 
a. comparison of the elapsed time with 
the present popularity of the sport 
makes it easy to predict the future. 
One rink in New York city had a hock- 


; ey attendance of 122,000 for the total 
games played last season. 


In 1895 Mr. James W. Conant, at that 


time manager of the Pittsburg Hockey 
club, conceived the idea of trying con- 
clusions with the crack .Canadian team 
which represented the Kingston college 
of Kingston, Canada. What happened 
is best told in the language of one of 
the star players of that team: 


"When, we arrived in Pittsburg we

It is easily seen that/a sulky of such 


what the same method as that adopted 
by the clever bicycie rider, who, with 
his hands off the handle bars of his 
wheel, controls his mechanical steed by 
so adjusting his weight as to keep it 
balanced. The requirement of speed on 
the race track nowadays subordinates 
all other considerations. Hence it seems 
wholly probable that the unicycle sulky 
will displace the present type of racing 
sulky. 
It is not a very safe kind of 


carriage for the driver, but that is a 
minor matter when records are to be 
made. 


The evolution of the sulky seems to 


have reached its limit in the one wheel- 
ed racing machine. It is hardly proba- 
ble that any further improvement will 
result in any appreciable saving in 
weight or friction. The new racing gear 
contrasts oddly with the early forms 
of trotting wagons. 


The forms used only a few years ago, 


it will be remembered, were heavy and 
awkward. 
The wheels were made of 


hard wood and a comparatively stout 
frame was required to give the neces- 
sary rigidity. The old forms of racing 
sul-kies. were gradually improved, how- 
ever, by the use of metal in the wheels 
and framework. 


A short time ago it was again be- 


lieved that the perfect sulky had been 
constructed. The invention of the pneu- 
matic sulky opened an entirely new 
field of possibilities. 
The object of all 


this work was, of course, to reduce the 
friction and the weight of the vehi- 
cle. 


The ball bearings, it has been esti- 


mated, served to reduce the record a 
trifle more. 
The introduction of the 


one 
wheeled 
sulky 
constitutes, of 


course, another important ^tep. The 
saving in weight and friction and the 
resistance encountered in racing should 
serve to knock off a few more seconds 
from the present remarkable harness 
records. 


The most important feature of the 


new racing cycle is that it presents 
much less surface to the wind than any 
form of sulky in existence.

Mayor H, T. Cady was inaugurated and 


the city council organized for another 
year of work ac 10 o'cJock this morning in 
the council chainl 9 at city hal1. The 
exercises were simple, but impressive, and 
the thoroughly businfss-like conduct of 
public affairs was shown i'rom the very 
beginning in the addresses that were 
made. 


The features of tia^ exercises were the 


inaugural address of Mr. Cady, the ad- 
dress of the retiring mayor, A. C. Hough- 
ton, end the election of E. S. "Wilkinson 
as president of the council for the next 
year. 
Deyond the addresses and tha 


organisation iittio was don*, and at 11.15 
o'clock, an hour and a quarter after Clerk 
Brooker called the meeting to order, the 
council adjourned to meet again for busi- 
ness Monday evening, the 16th. 


The council chamber was crowded with 


spectators, and more were present than 
could be seated, The desks of the coun- 
cilmen were moved to the front as far as 
possible in order to make room for the 
crowd, and the space was filled with 
chairs. 
The councilmen began to as- 


semble some little time before the cere- 
mony began, and congratulations were 
showered again on the new members: 


Promptly at 10 o'clock City Clerk 


Brooker called the councilmen to order. 
The new member were first sworn in by 
the clerk, and the following took the 
oath: L. F. Amidon, W. S. Gallup, W. 
H. Gove, G. A. Hastings, A. Mignault, C. 
E. Whitney, E. S. Wilkinson, J. H' 
Flagg. 


After the roll call, the council pro- 


ceeded to the election of a president. 
Col. John Bracewell, who for two year3 


has been the president, rose and said that 
he had served gladly, but that he thought 
the honor should not necessarily go to 
one man year after year, and that he 
hoped the members would feel free to 
vote for anyone whom they 
wished- 


This 
graceful 
retirement 
resulted 


in the 
election of E. S. Wilkinson- 


The election required two ballots, Mr. 
Wilkinson having 10 and Col. Bracewell 
8 on the first ballot, while Council- 
men Brown and Whittaker received votes. 
The second ballot gave Mr. Wilkinson 14 
votes and elected him. 


Mr. Wilkinson was sworn in by Clerk 


Brooker and presented with the gavel, 
after which he made a pleasant address 
oft hanks. He said in part: 


I appreciate more than I can tell this 


honor and I thank you for it. I promise 
you that I will give the work my best 
efforts, but these can be crowned with 
success only with your support and co- 
operation, which I am confident I shall 
have. I may make errors, but they will 
be errors of the head rather than of the 
heart. I shall aim to be strictly impartial, 
and to recognize ana protect the rights 
and priveleges of every member. I have 
considered it an honor to be a member of 
this council for the last two years, and I 
voice the sentiment of the body when 1 
thank Mr, Bracewell for his faithful ser- 
vice, his efforts for tb.3 good of the city, 
his kindness and consideration. Let us 
now not forget our solemn oaths, and let 
us discharge our duties with a care and 
thoroughness that shall make this city 
government a model one and result in the 
greatest good to the city. 


This was followed by the re-election of 


Charles S. Brooker as city clerk. Presi- 
dent Wilkinson said in announcing hia 
unanimous election: "You have cast 21 
votes and Charles 8. Brooker has received 
21. I congratulate you on electing a cour- 
teous gentleman and an efficient worker." 
Mr. Brooker was sworn in by City Solici- 
tor Thayer, and made a few pleasant re- 
marks, thanking the council for his re- 
election. 


Councilman Cutting then moved that a 


committee be appointed to wait on the 
mayor-elect and inform him that the 
council had been organized and awaited 
his pleasure. President Wilkinson ap- 
pointed on this committee Councilmen 
Cutting, Barnard and Wills. Mr. Hough- 
ton ent' r ;d the room immediately pre- 
ceeding Mr. Cady and was greeted with a 
storm of applause, which was extended 
as Mr. Cady entered with the committee. 
President WilKinson called on Mr.Hough- 
ton, and the retiring mayor made a speech 
reviewing the administration of the past 
year, and making a few important recom" 
mendations for the future. 


"Two years ago today," he said, "yon 


placed in my hands a trust to perform. It 
has been pleasant to be associated with 
those who have been engaged in starting 
the city government of which it has been 
my honor to be at the head. In perform" 
ing the duties and setting the wheels of 
city government in motion we have all 
done the best we could, and the errors we 
have made have been errors of the head 
»..r»d nou of tut he&rt= 
It has been my 


desire to do what was for ths best in an 
honorable and business like way accord- 
ing to the highest light which I had. 
"It may not be improper here to make a 
suggestion in regard to public inprove- 
ment. 
LiviBg in t'nia beautiful valley 


with its charming hills, there seems to be 
little to attract people to live here. 
The 


water power is exhausted in manufac- 
turing and the most we can now offer is a 
model vii-y government. 


"Wo have pure water and a perfect san- 


itary system, and we nave begun the im- 
provment of our streets. 
The act which 


conceived the idea of street improve- 
ments and the taxation of the abuttera ao 
as to relieve the outlying districts is a 
good one. I would recommend that this 
act be exhausted. 
We life already 


spent 745,000, and we have paved Main 
street, Marshall street, and make a, be- 
ginning near the normal school. And we 
have?5,000 in thp treasury with which 
to begin tbe work of another year. I 
would recommend that if the council so 
desires, use be mad« of $55,000 more. 


'•In carrying out this system to the lu' 


czr.ent you will not increase the tax rate 
,-ihovf v.l-.at it v;nh in the town for the 


last 10 yearn. 
Use $20,00 a year in the 


taxes from the abuttera, and in five years 
you will have beautified your streets to 
equal those of the best cityln the common* 
wealth. Do not be discouraged at the 
difficulties of the city debt. You have an 
annual income from the water -works 
system alone of about ?15,000. With onl 
$35,000 interest on the debt you have 
f 45,000 from a single source to pay it. 


"Fellow citizens, in laying down the 


honor conferred upon me lor two years 
a word to those who have beeu associated 
with the executive is in order. All have 
worked as one man with the mutual con- 
fidence of the public good.* The commis- 
sioner of public works has conferred with 
the mayor and the latter has approved 
heartily of all his suggestions. With the 
city engineer there has beau the earn6 


good feeling. The board of health, and 
especially its chairman, has brought its 
plans to me with studied care in their 
practicability, and of them 'I have been 
glad to approve. The city solicitor has 
worked iaithfully with an eye single to 
the good of the city. The fire and police 
departments have done all that they could 
and every officer has done his best to 
help the city. All this has been done in 
your interest. There will always be criti" 
cism, but as the years go by you will 
learn to appreciate what has been done_ 


"I wish to mention one thing that sad- 


dens the memory of the administration. 
It is the terrible murder that has been 
committed in our little city. In retiring i 
think it is right that you know something 
that has been done. Everything possible 
was attempted, and in a few hours after 
it was committed the police and the peo- 
ple were doing all in their power to de- 
tect the criminals. Chief Wade of Boston 
sent two of his best detectives, and the 
county authorities did all ia their power 
to ferret out the murderers. A reward 
was offered and then increased. When 
we did not seem to be getting results. 
Pinkerton sent his best detectives. Much 
circumstantial evidence was gotten, but 
it was not enough in the opinions of the 
expert to warrant arrests. To think that 
so awful a crime could be committed in 
this city without the detection o.'the 
criminals pains me beyond measure. 


"In laying down the duties of this of- 


fice it gives me pleasure to review the 
courtesy of all with whom I have been 
associated. We have worked together 
under a charter which after two years of 
use, seems to me impossible to improve. 
I thank you one and all for the sup- 
port you have given me." 


After the applause had ceased, Council- 


man Cutting announced that Mr. Cady 
sent his congratulations to the cbuncil on 
its election of president and clerk. 
Mr. 


Cady was then sworn in as mayor of the 
city of North Adams by Clerk Brooker. 
After a prayer by Eev. W. L. Tenney, 
Mayor Cady delivered his inaugural ad- 
dress which is given in full below. The 
address was the last regular 
exercise 


scheduled,but before adjournment Council 
man Perry rose and offered the following 
resolution on the service of Col. Brace- 
well as president, which was unani- 
mously adopted. 


Resolved, that the members of this 


council desire to express to oar retiring 
president our high appreciation or' the 
kind, courteous and impartial administra- 
tion of the most difficult and often per- 
plexing duties of the office he has held 
during the first two terms of the city 
council of North Adame, And that we 
wish to have put upon the records of the 
council our thanks for the eminently 
fair treatment with which our unac- 
quaintance with parliamentary law and 
our own frequent differences of opinion 
upon questions of public policy has been 
met, and we wish to assure him of our 
continued respect and confidence. 


Col. Bracewell replied pleasantly to the 


resolution, 
and President 
Wilkinson 


spoke of the gratitude of the body to Mr. 
Bracewell for his services. The council 
then adjourned till Monday evening, the 
16th, on motion of Councilman Whitaker. 


Mayor's Address. 


City Hall, January 3,1898 


TO THE HOKORABLE CITY COUUCETj— 


GENTLEMEN:—Having been chosen to 


fill the office of mayor of our city for the 
coming year, 1 feel that I am taking a 
grave responsibility and, while grateful 
for the trust imposed upon me, I enter 
upon my duties with no little misgiving 
but with an earnestness of purpose to so 
administer affairs that, with the aid of 
your counsel and advice, the best possible 
results may be obtained for all concerned. 
In order to secure these results there 
must be the utmost watchfulness and the 
putting forth of our best efforts. The sev- 
eral committees should give their work 
that personal insight, scrutiny and inter- 
est that they would bestow upon their 
own individual affairs. 


We are at the head of a great corpora, 


tion of about $8,500,000 of property with a 
variety of interests,all desiring something 
that seems and is to them of great import- 
ance as they stand related to our city, its 
growth and prosperity. 
And trusting 


that we may rightly consider these varied 
interests and work together with a mu- 
tual resolve and purpose for their highest 
welfare, I look forward hopefully, confi- 
dent of an accomplishment of labor that 
shall be beneficial and satisfactory to our 
entire community. 


To begin our work with advantage "the 


council, as soon as it selects its various 
committees, should at once begin to in- 
vestigate everything that comes before 
it in a close and faithful manner that 
there may be a fair and definite under- 
standing of their duties and obligations. 


Finances. 


The report of the city treasurer show^ 


December 1,1896, cash on band, $35,684.17! 
receipts during the year of 1597, $607,532.54 
total; $643,036.71. Payments during the 
year, $570,570.20; leaving a balance on 
hand, $72,466.51. Our debt December 1, 
1897, was |1,001,583.34. 


I do not think it necessary for me to go 


into a long detailed statement of figures 
of last year's expenditures. The city re- 
port will soon be issued and you can see 
the condition of our finances in a much 
clearer and t-uer manner than H is pos- 
sible for me to give you at this time. 


Pnbltc Work*. 


In the matter of public works I would 


say that I am a firm believer in permanent 
improvements, and in this regard as I 
look back over the years and think of tbe 
thousands of dollars we have expended in 
experimental and temporary work I can- 
not but feel that the greatest mistake 
made here is, that we did not begin more 
ttian a score of years ago the kind of work- 
that has been done during the past season 
upon two of our principal streets. 
It is 


such work that, in the ead will save" us 
thousand* of-dollfirs-and give us-all genu- 


ine satisfaction, pleasure, and aid largely 
to the name, the respect and character of 
our good city. 


The natural conditions of our city are 


such that we have been forced to occupy 
tbe hills about us as a residental part o* 
our community and this, together with 
the large and growing use of the outlyin; 
districts for a like purpose, necessitates a 
large expenditure of money in tha way of 
street improvements and repairs, but this 
must be met with our best thoughts and 
judgment for it is important that our 
streets and roads be kept in a proper con 
dition of convenience and pleasure and it 
is, 1 believe, the part of wisdom and 
economy, as well as our duty, to give to 
all sections such improvements as will 
best accommodate the people, doing all 
that a wise and prudent outlay can ac- 
complish. After completing the unfin- 
ished werk, if our finances will permit, I 
should consider it Jwise to at least pave 
oue street duriug the year so as to con- 
tinue this permanent work, 


Sewers 


There has been constructed daring the 


past two years eight miles of sewers, sur- 
face and domestic, giving North Adams 
one of the best systems of sewerage of 
any city in the state, and, with tlie excep- 
tion of a section of the State street dis- 
trict, we are amply provided in this re- 
gard. Until I have time to look carefully 
into the matter I do not care to recom- 
mend any large outlay upon our sewers 
the ensuing year. 


Schools. 


During the past year there have been 


erected three large 
and commodious 


school buildings. We have doubled the 
size of the Mark Hopkins' school and, 
while it would seem that we can get along 
for a few years without further building) 
an investigation of the accommodations 
at 
Drury 
Academy, 
together 


with 
a 
consultation 
with. Supt. 


Hall, convinces me that our present high 
school building is not of sufficient capac- 
ity to properly meet its requirements, I 
find that many students in old Drury are 
obliged to study at their homes and are 
able to attend school only for recitations. 
This is abundant proof of the wise 
judgment in building the new school 
houses; and it seems to me that in the 
near future old Drury will have to be en- 
larged or a new school building be 
erected. This should not be discouraging 
to us, to me it is one of the strongest 
proofs that our city is making rapid and 
substantial growth. 


Our French people have built during 


the year one of the finest buildings in our 
city for their children, making in all four 
fine school buildings 
erected in one 


year. 


I am unable to believe that there is 


a man in our city who is not anxious that 
our schools should be second to none in 
the state, and I am glad to think that all 
are desirous that we shall do for our 
schools all that can possibly be done with- 
out exceeding an expenditure that is 


reasonable, safe and just. 


library. 


Closely allied to the schools as an influ- 


ence for good and aid in popular educa- 
tion is the public library, and as it IB soon 
to enter the splendid building that the 
Hon. A. C. Hcaghton has with such high 
motive and loyalty of purpose so munifi- 
cently secured for its future home it 
should receive at our hands that consider- 
ation and support that will best show our 
appreciation and.gratitude for the great 
gift that has beep bestowed upon us. Mr. 
Houghton has farther shown his loyalty 
and regard for this community by ex- 
pending a very large amount of money 
in putting the Blackintoa residence 
into proper condition and convenience 
for library purposes and when these 
changes are completed our city will have 
a library building far surpassing in beauty 
and worth anything the majority of cities 
of its size are able to possess. Fortunate 
indeed are we in this possession, but to se- 
cure for it the best satisfaction we must 
bend every effort to so equip it with books 
and other reading matter that in the 
largest measure possible the volumes it 
contains shall possess a value proportional 
to the gift we have received. 


I recommend to the public library the 


largest appropriation consistent with our 
financial condition and that economical 
outlay of money that the times demand. 


Hospittl. 


Our hospital I think all will agree has 


done and is doing a grand and noble 
work, and the faithful women at its head, 
who have often under trying and discour- 
aging conditions so wisely and unfliiOi- 
ingly managed its affairs, are deserving of 
the city's constant gratitude and co-ope- 
ration. While liberal contributions for its 
support and maintenance-have been gen- 
erously given, the increase and demands 
are such that the management are fre- 
quently embarrassed for want of funds in 
furnishing suitable accommodations for 
many who apply for care and treatment' 


The time aas come, it seems to me,when 


the city should take upon itself the re- 
sponsibility of aiding the management in 
their work, and, if it is consistent with 
our charter, I would urge upon yon to 
give to the hospital such sums as will en- 
able the managers to carry on its work in 
a manner that shall be adequate to its de- 
mands and that will, if possible, make 
easier the responsibility and labor that 
through all its years of existence they 
have so cheerfully and patiently borne. 


Police Department. 


Our police department should be our 


next thought. The name of our good city 
and safety of our people depend largely 
on the ability of our polico to insure, 
throug'h their constant efforts, prottction 
to property and person and to bring to 
justice all offenders of our laws. 


Fire .Department- 


This department Is worthy of our liberal 


support. Every citizen should foel dsoply 
interested in our firemen whose services 
are almost gratuitous and who have in 
their charge the entire properly of our 
city. 
I believe our people appreciate 


fully their untiring efforts and wish to 
deal generously with bhem. 


\Vatcr jrecpurtmcuf, 


It would seem that there will be no 


occasion to spend any money on our 


water supply for a great many years to 
come. 


We are certainly to be congratulated 


that we are so abundantly supplied with 
pure water. I am informed that the in- 
come from this department is $45,000; this, 
will pay four per cent, upon our entire 
city debt. 


la conclusion it appears to mo that it 


is necessary that we begin at once to 
practise those measures of economy and 
retrenchment that will avoid any material 
increase of onr present indebtedness of 
over one million dollars. 


We are calied'to-our several stations to 


act in various ways toward a common 
end. We have been greatly honored, and 
I am sure we are all feeling that the re- 
sponsibility resting uponui is no loss than 
the honor conferred. Sc feeling let us 
each give of our best thought and delib- 
eration that we may bring to every feat., 
ure of the city interests clear and 
deciaive judgement, treating all matters 
fairly and impartially and so secure the 
beat possible results foi those who have 
committed to us their deepest concerns. 
Thus, through faithful endeavor, we shall 
have the consciousness of honest effort 
and may not unreasonably hope to gain 
from onr constituency tbe only rewr.rd 
we desire to receive—"Well done,"

Harmony of Wealth and Religion, 


Prof. John R. Commons of Syracuse 


university gave-a-thoughtful and scholar- 
ly lecture in the Congregational church 
last evening on "Political Economy and 
Religion." The lecture was a c'arefully 
prepared one, whose logic was close and 
conclusive, and succeeded in treating 
exhaustively the important subiect of the 
harmony of science and religion. Pro- 
fessor Commons is an economist, and the 
argument was based on that science, but 
it was in its treatment far broader than 
any single branch-of human knowledge. 


After mentioning briefly the popular 


impression of the antagonism of econom- 
ics and religion, the professor spoke at 
ength on the 
fundamental ideas of 


Christianity, showing how the science ot 
wealth was a necessary part of religion, 
which 
dealt 
with 
the 
whole 


of 
life. 
He showed 
how econ- 


omies fitted into the system of religion 
and explained the dependent harmony of 
the science. The lecture closed with an 
explanation of two of the strongest popu- 
lar arguments against economics which 
were brought by the church before this 
harmony was understood. 


Professor Commons will lacture this 


evening in the Congregational church 
under the auspices of the Tuesday even- 
ing club, his subject being "Municipal 
Public Work." It will treat of the sub- 
ject in which this city is as a whole most 
interested, and present the latest thought 
on the subject in a practical way. There 
should be no one who is not enough inter- 
ested in this subject to attend the lecture 
by one of the authorities on it. The lec_ 
tare will begin at 8 o'clock, and the mem- 
bers of the city government will attend 
in a body,

Ringing the Chimes, 


Few people who heard the beautiful St. 


Francis chimes mark the festivals of 
Christmas and New Year's day know oj 
the manual labor and technical skill re- 
quired for their ringing. The success ot 
the chimes depends on the union of mu- 
sical ability with physical strength and 
quickness. Chimes, more than any mu- 
sical instrument, must be rung in perfec 
time, and a single moment of hesitation 
would call the attention of half a city to 
the mistake. Eugene Coughlin, who has 
charge of the chimes, is both pianist and 
football player, and the apparently in- 
congruous characteristics of the two oc- 
cupations are combined when he is en- 
gaged in marking any of the few festivals 
on which at present the chimes are runs;4 


It is an interesting experience to follow 


him when the chimes are played. Those 
of St. Francis differ from many in that the 
levers by which they ace played are hig h 
up in the tower of the church. The 
ringer has to climb up into the blackness 
of the belfry on long narrow ladders be- 
fore he can be^in his work. 


And when ho begins, the work is of the 


hardest1 To ring the usual series of tunes 
jS equivalent to about two hard games ot 
football in physioal exertion, and there Is 
no chance to stop for breath when once a 
tune is begun. Gloves are wora to pro_ 
t cct the hands, but so hard is it to ring 
the great bells quickly that even this does 
not prevent blisters from coming as a re- 
sult of a Christmas concert. 


To play a tune is an exciting perform- 


ance. 
The long wooden levers spread 


out like an enlargement of the black keya 
on the piano. So long as the consecutive 
notes follow each other with changes of a 
tone or so, it is comparatively easy. But 
when the ringer has to jump a half dozen 
tones, the gymnastic feat is considerable. 
There is a plunge from one lever to an- 
other, and if the time is rapid, this plunge 
very much resembles the "leap for life'i 
by the hero in the melodrama. To keep 
this up for 15 minutes or so is a strain that 
even the music above scarcely makes 
pleasant, and one can realize that tha 
poetry of the chimes is evolved from good 
hard physical labor.

Six Members of a Jersey City Family WerB 


the Victims. 


Jersey City, Jan. 3.—Flames aaid smoka 


killed six members of one family Sun- 
da.y as follows: Adolph Reich, 42 years 
old, 
the father; Emma Reich, 42 years 


told, the mother; Tillie Reich, 22 years; 
Ida Reich, 15 years; Albert Reich, 14 
years, Gustav Reich, 8 years. Several 
others were injured, and it may be that 
another member of the ill-fated family 
will die. He is the 19-year-old son, and 
his body is covered with burns. 


John Conway, chief of the Jersey City 


fire department, was badly cut and 
burned. He- fell through a. burning floor, 
and -ivas rescued with some difficulty. 


Henry Reich, 17 years old, managed 


to make his escape from the house, re* 
•ceiving bad burns on the neck, face and, 
fcands; but lie is not seriously injured, 


Adolph Reich's home was at 317 Ger- 


mcuua, avenue, in the Hudson City dis- 
trict. Reich was a real estate agent, and 
was well to do, living in a pleasant house 
of three stories. It is believed that the 
fire broke out from a, heater in, the base- 
ment and it worked its way up to the 
third floor, where the sleeping apart- 
ments of the family were located. 


l-en. minutes after the alarm the fira 


hras out. Then the search of the housa 
with its ghastly results began. The rays 
trom the firemen's lanterns disclosed 
three charred bodies against the wall 
at the foot of the stairs. They were tha 
bodies of Adolph Reich, Tillie and Gus- 
tav. 
Th-3 father had fallen upon tha 


daughter, and his son was in his arms. 
They were burned almost beyond recog- 
nition, la the basement of the housa 
the searching party stumbled over some- 
thing at the foot of the stairs-. The lan- 
terns showed a sickening spectacle. Two 
"blackened corpses with arms enter- 
wined lay there. They were the remains 
of Ida and Albert. Portions of the limbs 
Iliad been entirely burned away, and tha 
faces were horribly distorted. They 
searched then, for the mother. Her body 
was found in the dining- room. She was 
but slig-htly burned. Her face w«B 
natural and showed no look of pain. S'ho 
undoubtedly died from suffocation. 


ileaili of Judge Kenaett. 


Boston, Jsn. 3.—Judge Edmund H. 


Bennett, the venerable dean of the Bos- 
ton university law school, died Sunday 
'morning. He had been suffering for 
some time, but did not allov,- his suffer- 
ing's to interfere with his duties. Mon- 
day of last week he was obliged to taka 
to his bed. Saturday evening, when tha 
physician made his regular call, ha 
found the patient sinking so rapidly 
that he warned the family that the judge 
,%vould probably tlie before morning. 
The end was as cairn as if he were drop- 
ping to a. quiet sleep. 


Judge Bennett was born in. Manchea^ 


ter, Vt., April S, 1S24. His education waa 
received in Burr seminary in his nativa 
town, the academy at Burlington and tlit 
university cf Vermont. He studied IMP 
with his father, being admitted to tfts 
Vermont bar in IS ST. Coming- to Boston 
a few months later, he was admitted to 
the Sullolk bar, and began practice in 
this city. Soon afterwards he established 
his home in Taunton, where he built up 
an extensive practice in Bristol county, 
still maintaining an office in Boston. 
•In 1SSS he was appointed judge of pro- 
bate and insolvency for Bristol county, 
(which office he held until he tendered hig 
resignation in 33S3. From 1S65 to 186}' 
ihe was mayor of Taunton. and from 1871 
to the present he held the deanship at 
the university.

iC. Boehm & Co., wholesale liquor deal- 
ers of Nt-w York, through M. R. Hitch, 
attorney, have served notice on the city 
demanding- the return of the Hquor 
'license fee of $1500 paid by Donovan & 
Corrigan, innholders of this cits', and the 
f?e of $1000 paid by Dennis F. Ma honey, 
a local retailer, on May 1 last. The New 
Bodford men had previously assig-n-cd 
their claims to Boehm & Co., and the 
matter will undoubtedly V,e taken into 
tho courts for a final settlement of the 
famous license miuidle oflS97. 


Owing to disputed interpretations of 


ihp lr.\v rfjrarding- removals, there were 
two de facto boards of license commis- 
.sinn'prs in this city last April and May. 
each of which granted liquor licenses to 
ia total of 71, or 1C in excess of the num- 
ber permitted under the statute of lim- 
itation. The licenses issued to Donovan 
it Corrigan and Mabcney were granted 
by the boa rd appointed by Mayor Ashley, 
'and although these dealers have been 
doing business under their licenses for 
tight months, Boehm & Co. set up * 
claim that the licenses were illegally 
granted, and demand a return of the 
money. It is believed th»1 other d^ 
mands will follow.
